rejected. The original bill was passed—yeas, 
172; nays, 7. The bill provides that the de- 
partment of agriculture shall be an executive 
department under the supervision and con- 
trol of a secretary of agriculture, who shall 
be an experienced and practical agriculturist, 
and establishes the following bureaus of agri- 
cultural products, of animal, industry, of 
land and/of statistics’ The conference report on 
the Indian appropriation bill was adopted. 

THE DISTRICT BILL 9 

The morning hour having been dispensed 
with the house went into committee of the 
whole on the list of Columbia appropriation 
bill. It appropriates $3,411,798, being $33,780 
more than for the current year and $39,750 
less than the estimates. A few minor amend- 
ments were adopted, effecting a slight reduc- 
tion. The committee then rose and reported 
the bill to the house, when it was passed— 
yeas, 154; nays, 13.

Causes to Which it is Due—Reimportations From 
Europe 

New York, May 10.—Mr. Philip Armour of 
the well-known Chicago peers house said, 
atthe Windsor hotel to day, that his house 
had reeviyed 800 packages of salted meats 
from Antwerp, and had 1,500 more on the way, 
which they had brought back for sale on this 
side at over half a cent a pound profit. “Such 
reimportation is a common feature of the mar- 
ket now,’’ said a member of a large pork- 
packing house to-day. ‘Meat is worth more 
now for domestic consumption than it is in 


*the foreigh market. The high prices are due 


to the shiort corn crop last season. It is the 
same in all lines of produce. For months 
past this country has been importing its po- 
tato supply. Another reason why prices are 
higher is that the demand for home consump- 
tion has increased 20 per cent in the last few 
ars. Beef is higher than it has ever been. 
aying more for, what we buy 
id when gold was at 180. A Wash- 
ington market dealer said that beef costs 
from 14 to 2 cents a pound on the hoof more 
than it dida yearago. The rise since the mid- 
dle of March has been very marked. “Short 
‘supply and increased demand are the rea- 
sons,” hesaid. *‘A large percentage of cattle 
on the plains were killed .by the extraordi- 
narily severe winter of 1880-81, largely young 
animals which come into the market in the 
fall. ‘The large immigration to the west cre- 
ated an increased demand for farm stock. A 
short crop kept many farmers from fattening 
cattle for the market, so that we are now left 
with a small supply, although there is a lively 
demand for a prime article. In the last few 


weeks there has been an average increase of 
2cents per pound.” _

The Destruction Caused by the Last Caper of the

Cuicaco, May 10.—A Parsons, Kansas, 
special says that a terrible cyclone passed over 
McAllister, a mining settlement in the In- 
dian territory, on Monday night. Seven peo- 
ple were killed outright, and 4 fatally, 11 dan- 
gerously and 39 more or less hurt. Fifty-eight 
houses were totally demolished, and 50 others 
are badly wrecked. 

THE TRACK OF DISASTER. 

The cyclone cut a path through the timber 
just as a scythe would mow through the grass. 
The damage to the Osage coal and mining 
company was very great. The population of 
the settlement was only 800. The suffering 
caused by the visitation is very serious. 

AT ANOTHER POINT. 

Mound City, Missouri, was also struck by 
the cyclone Monday evening and property 
was terribly wrecked. ‘Trees were uprooted, 
fences prostrated, and crops nearly ruined. 
The steeple of the Christian church was 
blown away and many houses were wrecked.

St. Lovis, May 10.—The society of the army 
of Tennessee met here to-day, and was called 
to order by General W. T. Sherman, who an- 
nounced that this city was chosen to do honor 
to those who took part in the capture of Camp 
Jackson, in the senha of St. Louis. After 
the reading of letters of regret from General 
Grant, Samuel J. Tildeu, and many others, 
the convention adjourned, and immediately 
marched te the Merchants’ exchange, where 
they were welcomed by President Slayback.

Sunday-school superintendents. 
SABBATH OBSERVANCE 

The committee on fraternal correspondence 
report that they had replied to the letter of 
the Sabbath committee of the Southern Pres- 
byterian church, promising to co-operate in 
an effort to  protect,. by proper legal 
measures, the sanctity of the Christian 
Sabbath, and will join in an earnest appeal 
to congress to discontinue and prohibit the 
transportation of mail, matter on Sunday. 
After some discussion the‘letter was laid on 
the table for the present. 

A REPLY TO DR, REDFORD, . 

Dr. J. B. McFerrin, book agent, and James 
Whitworth, of the book committee, replied 
to the complaint of Dr. Redford that injustice 
had been done him by the book committee's 
report and insisting that the facts and records 
justitied their report. 


Incidents of the Sixth Day. 

In the report on the deceased bishops, speak- 
ing of Bishop Wightman it was said that “he 
wrote much and wich great facility, and he 
was & Conscientious and successful educator.

For nearly sixty-five years he has been actively 
engaged in the work of the ministry, whether on 
the circuit or frontier missionary fields. in the city, 
ou the presiding elder’s district, at the head of an 
important literary institution, or in the delicate 
te responsible position of bishop, he has ever 
maintained purity of character and a spotless repn- 
tation and has always displayed apostolic zeal in 
the cause of the Master. His duties have been per- 
formed with fidelity and marked ability. Brought 
up in the times of McKendree, Roberts and Soule, 
he received the impress of those distinguished 
fathers and maintained without variation the doc- 
trines and polity of the church of his early choice. 
In retiring from the active duties of his office as 
one of our general superintendents, he carries 
with him the love and high Christian regard of the 
whole church ministers and laymen. He has cause 
to rejoice that by grace he hasthe consolation of 
knowing that his life and labors have been blest iu 
building up the cause of Christ,andin enlarging 
the borders of his beloved Methodism, and that he 
isgoing downtothe grave- with the esteem and 
confidence of his colleagues and his brethren 
everywhere. He was one of the first two bishops 
elected by the Methodist Episcopal church south 
and has borne our flag for thirty-six years, and has 
never falteredin any conflict, And now shat he 
retires from the frontof the battle, it is the prayer 
of the whole church that he may have peace and 
joy in the Holy Ghost and that hissun may finally 
go down in a cloudless aky,

Atthe aftermoon session, Dr. MelIntosh, 
corresponding secretary of the home mission 
board, submitted the 37th annual report, 
showing the operations in the home mission 
During the past year the work hes 
made encouraging progress in every . depart- 
ment. The board recommends that $6,500 
be raised by 
the devt resting on the mission 
in New Orleans. In 1875, when the present 
secretary went into office, the board was bur- 
dened by an indebtedness of $17;000. These 
debts have been cancelled, the salaries of the 
missionaries have been promptly paid, and a 
balance of $6,342 is in the treasury for future 
work. The board received during the year, 
$28,370.08, in addition to the funds expended 
by the state board, aggregating $65,903.28, 
making the total contributions to the home 
missi@nary work by the southern Baptist 
churches $94,273.36. No reports have been 
received from Maryland, Virginia, North 
Carolina, Texas, Arkansas and other bodies, 
which would increase the total contributions 
$100,000. Durifig the year 41 persons were 
employed in the home mission field. 

THE FOREIGN MISSION. 

Kev. Dr. Tupper, corresponding secretary, 
subraitted the report of the board of foreign 
missions. The state and prospectof the work 
in the whole field is favorable. The church 
has 61 missionaries and native assistants and 
34 mission stations in foreign fields. The 
property of the convention in foreign lands is 
valued at $60,000. The finanvial exhibit 
is one of the most encouraging ever made by 
the board, and contributions have been 
greater than last year by nearly $5,000. The 
annua. receipts were $49,041 and the expendi- 
tures $45,762, leaving $2,379 in the hands of 
the board. The reports were referred to 
appropriate committees. The convention 
then adjourned.

Unrequitted love was the reason 
assigned for the deed which ended her young 
life. Her preparations were most calm and 
deliberate, and a letter left by her only a few 
hours before her death shows that she did not 
act hastily, but. thatthe step was planned 
beforehand, and executed according to tke 
programme which she had formulated. The 
deceased was a good-looking German girl, 13 
years ofage. For the past week she has been 
restless and melancholy, and several times 
told her relatives that she had determined to 
end her life by her own hand. She was not 
believed for it seemed too terrible to think 
about that she would be as good as her word. 

“SOMETHING WHITE.’”’ 

Last Monday. afternoon, while Charlie, a 
small brother of the deceased, was. at Dr. 
Linns’s drug store, on Jefferson street, Anna 
came in the store and made a purchase. Her 
brother saw she bought “‘something white,’’ 
but he supposed of course that it was pre- 
pared chalk. She went to bed about ten 
o’ clock, sleeping in the room with her grand- 
mother. During the night she was heard 
moaning, and several times she arose and 
went outon the porch in the rear of the 
house. Abont 4:50 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing the household was aroused, and on enter- 
itigy the room the marks of arsenic were found 
on the floor where she had yomited. Itis 
supposed she took several doses, and that on 
vomiting she would repeat the dose fearful 
thatshe would not die. Dr. Haggard was 
sent for at 5 o’clock, but did not arrive until 
nearly 6. He said shewas beyond the reach 
of medical aid. 

A SECOND ATTEMPT. 

Only a short while before her death she 
had to be locked up in order to prevent her 
trom taking more arsenic. She was rational to 
the last, saying she did not want to live any 
longer. -At 6 o'clock she died, almost in her 
last breath repeating that she did not care to 
live. She wrote the fullowing letter on Mon- 
day night, addressing it to her sister, Mrs. 
Smith, She borrowed an autograph album 
from which she took the verse found at the 
conclusion of the letter. The letter is as fol- 
lows: 

“Anna A. Ringfield. Born February 23, 186i, and 
ended her life May 5, 1382.’’ 

HER LETTER. 


My Dear Sister Mary: I am leaving you all 
to weep after me, but do not grieve for I am 
going to my home to rest with my father and 
angels in heaven. I thought it best to leave 
you all, for wherever I dwell hardship was 
with me, and another thing was to think how 
I humbled myself unto Mr. Eberhart and 
thought the world and all of him and got de- 
ceived in all his ways and to think that now 
he is going to marry. Let joy be with him, 
and I hope that his intended bride and him- 
self may lead the happiest of lives. My last 
writing to be done, so farwell to all my fam- 
ily and especially to the one I loved so well, 
Mr. Eberhart.

ALBANY’S OLD WELL.

ALBANY, Mayid.— Mc. Cornelius Coffey, our 
worthy city sexton,.made a find yesterday 
which promises to give Albany another arte- 
sian well at an early date. It was known 
among a few of our oldest citizens that in the 
yew 1854 several public-spirited men then 
iving in Albany, prominent among whom 
where Messrs. W. W. Cheeves and N. W. Col- 
lier started to bore for water somewhere on 
Commerce street, and that the piping had 
been sunk to a depth variously estimated at 
from 200 to 400 feet. Forsome reason or other 
the work was then abandoned, due mainly it 
is said, to a discouraging letter upon the sub- 
ject from one of the scientific Professor Le- 
Conts of the state university, asserting that 
an artesian well in this section was an impos- 
sibility. The precise locality of this well, 
which had long been lost to memory even, 
after the success of one artesian, became an 
object of interest and inquiry. 

THE PLACE FOUND. 

On yesterday Mr. Coffey, who had been long 
balancing the probabilities, etc., in his mind, 
concluded to sink a shaft just over asmall de- 
pression he had noticed in the middle of the 
street opposite his house. Afterdigging with 
the assistance of two-hands, to the depth of 
17 feet, he was fortunate enough tocome upon 
the end of the sunken piping striking up di- 
rectly in the center of the shaft. The piping, 
which he uncovered for several feet, was 
found to be in an excellent state of preserva- 
tion, about four inches in diameter, and had 
been plugged carefully after the abandon- 
ment of the well. The tube was found clean 
of obstruction to a depth of twenty-five feet. 

WORK TO BE RECOMMENCED. 

We learn that a private subscription, al- 
ready amounting to $300, has been made up 
among the oe of the street, to recom- 
mence the work, and the city council will 
supply the balance of the funds. The well 
is on a slight elevation, about 400 yards 
nearer the river than the present one, which 
fact, if bored by the same process, will in- 
sureits early completion.

Correspondence Cincinnati Commercial. 

ATLANTA, Ga,, May 2.—Some time ago Mr. E. P. 
VanMeter, of Chilicothe, Ohio, addressed a letter 
to an officer of the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia railway at this place, asking various ques- 


tions in regard to the state of Georgia, its produc- 


tions, the condition of its laboring classes, and 
other items. The letter was referred to Colonel G. 
W. Adair,a prominent real estate agentof this 
city, for answer. Colonel Adair is a native of 
Georgia, was a rich slave owner before the war, was 
an officerinthe confederate army, and is a life. 
long democrat. His answeris so full of “‘meat’’ 
that its reproduction entire wlll convey as guod an 
idea of the real situation in Georgiaas a whole 
volume from some men would. The following is 
the letter: 

Atlanta, May 1, 1882.—Emigration Agent East 
Tennessee, Virginian and Georgia Railway, Atian- 
ta, Ga.—Dear pir:—You have handed me a letter 
from Mr. BE. P. Van Meter, of Chillicothe, Ohio, of 
the 24th inst., forsuch reply to his inquiries as [ 
may be able to make. e asks, first, if Georgia of- 
fers good advantages to @ man willing to invest in 
real estate. 

It would naturally be expected of one in my 
business to answer this in the affirmative. The 
greatest, in fact the main advantage of this sec- 
tion over Ohio, as I understad it, consists of cli- 
mate and healthfulness. In all parts of Georgia 
a farmercan workon his farm generally twelve 
months in the year,-while in alt of Middle 
and Narthern Georgia the general health- 
fulness iS unsurpassed by any portion of tne world, 
and thisis the case with most of south Georgia, 
which, however, has some sections subject to 
malaria. These places are usually known and 
avoidable, they being mostly along the margins of 
the larger streams where the lands are very: lectile. 
But the thousands of northern people living in 
central Georgia, and at Atlanta, can testify that 
malaria is unknown in this section. 

In all of middle Georgia and in all the alluvial 
and valley lands of north Georgia, the lands are of 
fair fertility, and produce quite freely; and all the 
lands ia middle and north Georgia, however thin 
and poor the soil may be, have a very superior red 
clay subsoil, which will hold any improvements in 
fertility thatmay be made in the soil, and any 
soil, however poorand exhausted, may, atsmall 
expense, ina few years, be made quite fertile and 
easily kept so. 

2. He asks which of the three sections of Georgia 
offers the greatest advantages. 

This depends on what a man wishes todo. If he 
wishes to raise cotton, middle Georgia and south- 
western Georgia are the portions of the stxte to go 
to; if grapes or peaches, middle Georgia; if wheat, 
northern and middle Georgia; if corn and oats, 
any portion; if rye, the mountain regions in north- 
ern Georgia, or barley for grazing, anywhere; for 
ground peas and chufas for hogs, lower, middle 
and all southern Georgia, : 

If stock-raising in any bran¢h is to be pursued, 
there are vast thinly settled areas in the moun- 
tainous regions of north Georgia, or in the pine 
lavds of s-uth Goorgia, with the finest natural 
pasturage, where herds of any size can roam at 
will. In the latter section stock are seldom fed or 
sheltered at any iime, and those who devote them- 
selves to the business intelligently make fine 
profits and would do much better if they would 
give their stock some feed and shelter in the 
winter, though the shelter is seldom neces 
sary. In middle Georgia, as well as north 
Georgia, food for two to three monthsin the winter 
and occasional shelter must be provided, and in 
middle Georgia pasturage winter and summer 
should be more or less provided. I will remark 
that rye and barley in every section of Georgia can 
be sown and utilized for winter grazing for cattle, 
and they need no other food, unless steers for 
working or milch cows, and anywhere Bermuda 
grass will flourish, which makes the best cultivated 
summer pasture in the world. 

3. In relation to the kind of soils of the several 
sections, etc., I referred to the circular before 
named, and in relatioa to the average crops, etc., I 
refer tv a pamphlet published by our state depart 
ment of agriculture, entitled “Georgia from the im- 
migrant settlers’ standpoint,’’ and a bi: Amer 
report of the department of agriculture for 
1831,’’ both of which I herewith hand 
you; remarking that, in considering the latter, the 
reader must remember that the drouth of last sum- 
mer was far more severe and general throughout 
the state than ever was kuown in the history of 
Georgia. 

4. Land can be bought in tracts of almost any 
size, and at fair prices. All the land is owned by 
individuals; none by the state or by railroads; no 
school lands norany public domain of any kind, 
Land can be bought in iarge bodiesjsuitable for col- 
onies to settle on. I could sella superior farm on 
the Chattahoochee river, ten miles from this city, 
containing 971 acres, 150 of which is superior Chat- 
tahoochee river bottom, including a half interest 
in a toll bridge across the river, for $25 per acre. 
This place is only two or three miles from the line 
of your railroad, where it crossesthe river. Lotsof 
fifty to two hundred acres or more can be bought 
in any neighborhood. 

5. Cotton is generally considered our best crop. 
It is the readiest money crop ia the’ world, and on 
this account istoo much raised, Itis noticed that 
those farmers who plant small cotton crops do bet- 
ter. When cotton is wholly a surplus, when every- 
thing needed on the farm is madeon it, and no 
produce has to be —— with cotton money, then 
the cotton grower is invariably es. The 
few who have engaged in raising sheep or cattle do 
better than cotton gro vers. 

6. Our summers are not as hot as in Ohio or any- 
where north of here, though they are longer. White 
men work on their farms all day, every day during 
thesummer. We have not had a dozen sunstrokes 
- ee in a dozen years. They are yery rare in- 

eed. 

7. Those who have had marked success as stock 
raisers—cattle and sheep—are mostly in south 
Georgia, where sheep are never fed or sheltered, 
and where the same is true of cattle. In my opin- 
ion north Georgia would be better for cattle, though 
we have no experience in cultivated pasturage, 
and winter feeding and shelteringin south Geor- 
gia. If these were adopted in that section it might 
excel north Georgia. 

I will, by this day’s mail, forward to Mr. Van M 
a package of the publications of our state depart- 
ment of agriculture, from which he may cull some 
valuable information if he can look through them. 

8. The condition of the laboring classes. ‘This 
relative, and as one may viewit. The houses they 
live in are notas good as similar classes have in 
Ohio; they are not needed. Itmay be that with 
us, generally, the standard of comfort is lower. 
There is nothing to prevent one from having ev- 
erything as one wishes it; it requires only money 
and work. I believe people all over the world ex- 
pend or apply these according to what 
they conceive to necessary. The _ stan- 
dard of comfort and the condition gen- 
erally of the negro laborers would be consid- 
ered low by most people from colder climates: but 
Isuppose no laboring people anywhere are better 
contented or have their wants better supplied. The 
condition of white laborers on farms, who own 
and work their lands, is fair—generally very good; 
of such as do not own lands, generally poor; but I 
suppose they are as much contented therewith as 
houseless—{ mean people who do not own their 
houses—people geueraily are. In the south wants 
are not so pressing, are more easily supplied. I 
mean actual necessities of life. Hence, those who 
have no ambition beyond supplying life’s wants, 
do not put forth exertions to better their condi- 
tion, only enough to meét. actual necessities—food 
and clothes. 

9, Colored field laborers can be hired for the year 
at $7 to$id per month, and rations supplied; or 
$12 to $15 per monthif they furnish themselves 
The great majority of the negroes, however, prefer 
to work fora portion of the crop, and are gener- 
ally averse to hiring for wages. White men can 
seldom be hired for wages, and when they can, 
negroes are generally preferred. The colored man 
is more docile and tractable. His intelligence is 
not equal to that ef the white man, and when left 
to work by himself, even with the most careful 
directions, his work, as a rule, is not as satisfactori- 
ly performed as that by white men but if the pro- 
prietor remains with and directs his work all the 
lime, pays promptly, according to agreement, and 
deals justly, the negro is the best laborer in the 
world. in this way more work, and betier work, 
can be obtained from him than any other class of 
mankind,and he will be better contented while 
rendeiing it. 

10. When your railroad is completed, and the 
Georgia Pacific is extended from here to the Ala- 
bama coal-fields, Georgia will have superior facili- 
ties for transportation, and competition will be ob- 
tainable by the people of the greater portion of the 
state. A few short narrow-gauge lines only will be 
needed, and these the people will build and are 
now building. Freight rates are absolutely fixed 
in ourstate by a railroad commission, which has 
been sustained by the supreme court of the United 
States, and freights are said to be lowerin Georgia 
than in any other state. 1 do not know how thisis; 
I have heard it said. Truly, yours,

It is thought that President Arthur, in his 
search for protectionists, will select ex-Goy- 
ernor Bullock as the southern member of the 
tariff commission. Mr. Bullock is a high 
tariff man of the most advanced school. He 
will do whatever the east wants him to do; 
and the programme is now said to consist in 
the framing of a tariff bill so that it can be 
passed at the next session. This haste is reng 
dered desirable on the part of the monopo- 
lists, because it is expected that the democrats 
will control the ext house of representatives, 


THE tariff commission bill that Was origi- 
nated in the house and that the senate: has 
accepted, does not include an inquiry into 
and revision of the system of internal reve- 
nue. It relates wholly to the. tariff, and the 
commission is required to report to congress 
on the first Monday of next December. The 
bill provides for nine commissioners from 
civil life to be appointed by the president 
and confirmed by the senate, who are to re- 
ceive ten dollars a day when actually em- 
ployed, with traveling and other necessary 
expenses. They are to investigate all the va- 
rious questions relating to the agricultural, 
commercial, mercantile, manufacturing and 
mining industries of the United States, so far 
as may be necessary to the establishment of a 
judicious tariff upon ascale of justice to all 
interests. If the president would select an 
honest and competent and representative 
commission, much good might be effected in 
a reasonable length of time, but this “‘if’’ is 
an altogether unprobable one. No such com- 
mission will be chosen.

THE WORK BEFORE CONGRESS. 
There are over 600 bills on the calendars of 
the house of representatives, besides 166 bills 
on the speaker’s table that have passed the 
senate. The number has been sifted out of 
the thousands that have been introduced; and 
yet very few of the number can be reached. 
The time of the house will be given to the 
general appropriation bills and to the special 
orders. Now thatthe agricultural department 
bill is disposed of there remain of special or- 
ders the bill for the distribution of the Geneva 
award, the bill for the erection of the 
library building, and the bill to extend 
the charter of the national banks. The two 
last named bills must be met and debated. 
Both of them have strong forces behind them, 
and botb will encounter serious opposition. 
When they are disposed of efforts will be 
made to pass the bill to repeal the proprietary 
stamp taxes and the tax on bank deposits and 
circulation, and also a national bankrupt act. 
Long before these important measures can be 
pushed through the house the appropriations 
committee will demand the taking up of the 
regular appropriation bills, of which five have 
not been touched by the house. These are 
the legislative, the sundry civil, the deficiency 
and the naval bills, and the river and 
harbor bill. These bills will be post- 
poned as long as possible, because as soon as 
they areacted on the tendency to adjourn- 
ment will be irresistible. In no eyent can 
many of the 345 bills on the private calendar 
of the house be acted on, and the public cal- 
endar of the committeeof the whole will be 
similarly treated, although both include many 
bills of public importance. 


THE AGRICULTURAL DEPARTMENT. 
The house has passed the bill to make an 
executive department of the agricultural bu- 
reau—in other words, to make Dr. Loringa 
cabinet officer, and his department equal to 
any one presided over by the other secreta- 
ries. The bill provides for four bureaus un- 
der the new department—one for the collec- 
tion of agricultural statistics, one for animal 
industries, one of forestry and timber, and 
one for commerce. It is proposed to institute 
a system of gathering crop reports that will be 
productive of valuable results. At present the 
crop reports of the agricultural bureau com- 
mand no respect whatever. Noone has any 
confidence in them. This can undoubtedly 
be changed, but it is very doubtful whether 
any official reports of growing crops can be 
had that will equal in accuracy those gathered 
through private sources. The effort to secure 
authentic information should, however, be 
made. The whole country is just now wait- 
ing to hear how the crops of the year are 
likely to turn out, and any help in this direc- 
tion of an official nature will be welcome. 
The new secretary is to be an agriculturist, 
and .his powers and duties will be 
enlarged from time to time, especially if the 
secretaryship is filled by a man who is able to 
command the confidence of the great interests 
that he is to supervise. The fate of the bill 
in the senate is somewhat doubtful, but if it 
is not passed at this session, it will be at the 
short one. While Mr. LeDuc held the fort 
such an enlargement of the office was impos- 
sible. Mr. Loring has won the confidence of 
the country, and there is every reason to be- 
lieve that he will step into the cabinet if the 
bill becomes a law. 


ENLIVENING METROPOLITAN SOCIETY. 
There seems to be no doubt thatthe associa- 
tion known as metropolitan society has drift- 
ed into a state of inflamed stagnation. The 
heirs of the soap-boilers, and shoddy makers 
and tallow pressers have exhausted all their 
resources of enjoyment and: are now in a be- 
calmed conditions which apparently calls 
loudly for reform. Forawhile the gay leaders 
of this remarkable collection of native Ameri- 
can bung tung had the eminent Chastine Cox 
to relieve their dullness; and it is not to be 
denied that they worked the distinguished 
murderer for all he was worth. Young girls 
flung kisses at him through the bars, and gave 
the gifted criminal to understand that they 
were quite inclined to carry on a flirtation. 
Young ladies sent him costly bouquets, and 
gazed at him long and languidly, while an- 
cient maidens knit him numberless pairs of 
fancy socks, and sent him beautiful little 
packages of peppermint drops, This was all 
very exciting, but it couldn’t last. The dis- 
tinguished murderer was such a nice man 
that another maiden—not in society, how- 
ever—claimed him as herown. The name of 
this iliustrious maiden was Miss Sarah Jane 
Gibbet, and the distinguished murderer ex- 
pired inher arms, greatly to the horrified de- 
light of metropolitan seciety. 

This was the endof the gifted, the beaute- 
ous Chastine Cox. Following him came the 
accomplished polo players, who appeared in 
public on their gayly caparisoned steeds and 
dressed in their night shirts. These capered 
up and down in front of the public for a brief 
season, galloping and _ perspiring, and 
doing their derring-doos. But so- 
ciety tired, and then came _ the _ wild 
forays across Long Island after a bag of anise- 
seed. Metropolitan society called this fox- 
hunting, and appeared to be very proud of it 
all. There were exhilirating crackers ovef 
the turf, but none of our esteemed metropoli- 
tan contemporaries was ever bold enough to 
mention whether the bags of anise-seed were 
tailed by the descendant of a tallow-chandler 


or the scion of a snuff-maker; indeed, they 


hounds at the north, and away from the tail- 
less bag of anise-seed, 

Having flouted these things, there was 
nothing for metropolitan society to 
do but turn its attention to its 
accomplished hostlers. A little attention of 
this sort goes a preat way, and the flattered 
hostlers organized a four-in-hand association 
and went teoting around that portion of the 
country infested by metropolitan society. 
These hostlers were very industrious persons, 
and they managed to make a good deal out of 
their four-in-hands first and last; indeed, only 
the other day the announcement was made 
that Colonel Delancy Kane, the leading soci- 
ety hostler, of the metropolis, was arranging 
to place his famous tally-ho shebang on the 
road.

WHAT IS GOING ON IN THE SKY. 


From the New York Sun. rien ; 
The cloudy weather which pregaited durit ¢ thost 


of the last week, interferes seriously with the 
watch that the astionomers are keeping upon the 


new comet. It is a total stranger, and nobody 
knows what to expect from it. Every effort to 
faentify it with any previously seen comet has 
failed. It is now within about six weeks of its 
perihelion, and, although it is not yet visible to the 
naked eye, it still gives promise of making a bril- 
liant display in June. 

The great sun spots that were visible near the 
centre of the disk a fortnight ago, and which are 
believed to have been connected with the aurora} 
displays that began on the uight of the 16th instant 
have disappeared, having been carried out of sight 
by the revolution of the sun. Whetherthey will 
stillbe visible when the same sideof the sun is 
presented to us —_— cannot be foretold with cer- 
tainty, though itis not unlikely that they will be 
seen in achanged form. If so, the foremost of 
them should begin to appear around the eastern 
edge of the t-_globe toward the end of the week. 
The sun's disk at present, though by no means free 
from —, presents a very different appearance 
from what it did two weeks ago, as the spots now 
seen are small and scattered. 

Venusis becoming a conspicuous object in the 
west after sunset. This planet and Jupiter are ap. 
poaere one another, Jupiter moving toward the 
sun and Yenusaway fromit. Their conjunction 
in May will be an attractive sight. Venus will be 
in the summer a beautiful telescopic object, exhib- 
iting the phase of a crescent moon and shining with 
extraordinary splendor. She is now swinging 
around on this side of the sun, preparatory to her 
transit across his disk in December, which is one of 
the most important of ail astronomical events, and 
for the observation of which various governments 
have already begun to prepare expeditions. The 
astronomers have been preparing for it for twenty 
years, as it will be the last transis of Venus before 
the year 2004,

“T am told you know all about the troublesin 
that section.

Both com- 
panies are represented by good attorneys. and a 
motion for a new trial was madé, but the motion 
was overruled. Then an order for a supersedeas 
was asked for late Saturday night. Previous 
to this, however, Mr. Davidson, of 
the Etowah Battle sranch com pany, 
backed by quite a number of men, went down to 
the ditch and took possession of it, which he held 
until Sunday afternoon, when Captain Imboden, 
superintendent of the Dahlonega company, witha 
large number of men recaptured the ditch from the 


away, went off.and reinforced himself and then re- 
turned and again took possession of the 
ditch. After securing the ne of contention 
this time Davidsou proceeded to destroy a large 
quantity of flumes, etc., and held it. He then went 
to Dahlonega and sued out about seventy warrants 
against his adversaries, and upon these manv ar- 
rests were made. One warrant wa* for Mr. Henry 
Perry, one of the attorneys for the Dahlonega com- 

any, While another was for Mr. Lombard, presi- 

ent of the Dahlonega company. The warrant for 
Mr. Lombard was based upon 4 grave charge, and I 
am told that he had not been arrested yet.”’

Mr. Davidson swore out the warrants he applied to 
Judge Wellborn foran ifijunction restraining the 
Dahlonega company from ixsterfering with the 
ditch. Then Mr. Perry, attorney for the Dahlonega 
company, went before Judge Erskine, of the Uni- 
ted States court, who was at Macon, and secured 
an injunction preventing the Etowah company 
from using the same difch. So you see the end is 
not yet, and the case is increasing in interest.”’

Gossip Avour Her w#irst. Bigagement— 
Theories Advanced by the Prose- 
eution in the Malley ‘Trial. 


New Haver, Conn., May 10.—In the Malley 
trial, the presecution have not presented all 
their witnesses, Who were expected to estab- 
lish the whereabouts of the prisoners and the 
dead girl during the time thatis in dispate, 
butthey consider their case complete with 
those examined to-day. 

A FAULTY EDUCATION. 

When the body of Jennie Cramer was dis- 
covered by Uncle Asa Curtiss, the clam- 
digger, early on the morning of August 6th 
jast, in the waters of Long Island Sound that 
skirt Savin Rock, it was attired in clothes 
quite characteristic of the girl. The dress was 
of pure white, tastefully trimmed and cut 


low at the neck. Her hat was of the Gains- 
borough style, tarmed back from the fore- 
head and embellished with feathers and flow- 
ers to add to its attractiveness. Her stock- 
ings were of fashionable hue and her shoes 
new and of the best make. Around er neck 
was 2 double row of silver beads, and on her 
fingers were several rings, one of them having 
agotd dollar pendant, on which was engraved 
ber initials. Asseen a few days betore her 
death in this costume, Jennie looked very 
attractive, but did not give one the impression 
that she was possessed of an over-abundance 
of modesty. It-could be seen at a glance that 
she was fond of admiration aud an acquaint- 
ance could be easily formed. 
LIPS AND EYES. 

The girl was ofa striking type of beauty. 
Her eyes were black, large and lustrous, with 
drooping, dark eyelashes. Her features were 
reguiar, the mouth particularly pretty, with 
bright red lips and just a trifling inclination 
to pout. Her teeth were regular and white 
and her skin Of a remarkable whiteness and 
purity. This gave credence tothe report that 
she was an habitual arsenic eater, but those 
who knew herin early childhood say that her 
skin was always white and clear. Her form 
was well rounded and her carriage graceful. 

AT THE ROUT AND BALL, 

The girl had hosts of admirers and attract- 
ed the attention of young men above her in 
social station. Though not possessing more 
than an ordinary education and having no 
gift of conversation,she was fond of gayety and 
at times vavacious. Her mother allowed 
her a wide latitude, much to her regret now, 
doubtless. She was taken from school at an 
early age, and for five years before her death 
—her age then being 2i—she had little to do 
but nurse Her beauty and receive the flattery 
of young men. She attended her fathers 
cigar store sufficiently to enable her to form 
an extensive acquaintance with the youth of 
the city. Her tacilities in this regard were 
enlarged through the indulgence of her 
mother and the sociability which prevails 
among the Germans. Mrs. Cramer accom- 
panied her daughter to balls, sociables 
and picnies, and frequently left her to be es- 
corted home bya young man. At «erman 
dances and sociables here, as elsewhere, it is 
not considered out of the way for young la- 
dies to indulge in an occasional glass of wine 
or beer, and Jennie was no exception to the 
rule. She enjoyed a glass of cool lageraftera 
waltz, and did not hesitate to drink it at the 
bar. At many of these German dances which 
she at ended young men of the town and 
Yale students were frequenters, and Jennie 
was an attraction forthem. It is said that on 
more than one occasion she had been seen 
smoking cigarettes surrounded by male ad- 
mirers in the refreshment room of the dance 
hall. This freedom caused talk, and all’agree 
that the girl’s training was unfortunate. In 
cross examining Mrs, Cramer the other day 
on the witness stand the lawyers for the de- 
fense endeavored to show from her own lips 
that she was indulgent in her control of 
Jennie and tolerated conduct that would be 
condemned by parents having a proper con 
prehension of the rulesof propriety. Admis- 
sions to this effect were skillfully drawn out, 
and will be used in the summing up with the 
best possible effect on the jury. 

AN EARLY LOVE. 

In her eighteenth year, Jennie kept steady 
company witha young German barber of this 
city, to whom she seemed devotedly attached. 
For twelve or fifteen months, the twain were 
constantly together evenings, and on fine 
Sundays went riding. It was supposed they 
were engaged to be married. In the latter 

art of this intimacy Jennie went to New 

York on a visit and was absent several days. 
On her retarn, her lover treated her quite 
coolly, and finally the pair parted company 
and the friendship was never afterward re- 
newed. Strong efforts have been made by 
agents for the defense to induce this youn 
man to explain why he so abruptly broke o 
with Jennie, but, it is said, without avail. 
He refuses to say anything more than that, 
so far as he knew, Jennie wasa good giel, but 
strong-headed and fond of pleasure. 

THEORIES OF THE CASE. 

The theory of the prosecution is that Jennie 
Cramer was first ruined and then poisoned by 
the Malleys and Blanche Douglass, the motive 
for the murder being a threat of presecution 


of James Malley if he did not marry her. | 


The defense realize the importance of proving 
that th-egirl was unchaste before asseciating 
so intimately with the Malleys and Blanche 
Douglass. The latter, the prosecution claim, 
was brought here to assist in the ruin of Jen- 
nie, and thus the theory of the state isa strong 
one in view of the character of Blanehe. De- 
tectives have been at work for a lomg time to 
obtain testimony regarding the chastity of 
Jennie. The experienced lawyers for the de- 
fense are fully aware that it would ram their 
case with a yankee jury to = assaii 
the dead girl’s character. witkout  pre- 
senting overWhelming proof of the 
claims. The point is an oe pgm one, yet 
exceedingly delicate to handle. That the en. 
ergy of the defense is now direeted toward 
getting such proof, however, there is no 
doubt.

The Commissioners of Reads and Revenues Make a 
Tour of the Dominion of Fulton. 

Yesterday morning at-7 o’clock a ConsTITUTION | 
reporter and four members of the board of com mis- 
siloners of roads and revenues, together with Mr. 
J. Tyler Cooper, the.efficient clerk of the commis- 
sion, might have been seen standing at Dudd’s cor- 
ner, on Alabama street. The eommissioners were 
Messrs. Dodd, Gramling, Hoyt and Hunnicutt. Two 
carriages stood waiting, the chargers chewed their 
bits impatiently and the Jehus announced that 
further delay was entirely unnecessary. The ccm- 
mission. the clerk and the reporter stepped into the 
carriages and at once started in a brisk trot upona 
lengthy tour of Fulton county with a view toin- 
specting the roads, bridges,alms house and convict 
camps. The carriages rattled along Hunter street 
toward the city stockade; passing that piece of 
property by the Flat Shoals road. Nothing special 
scejned to interest the commissioners aside from 
the excellent copdition of the road and the beauty 
of the weather, untilshé old county line road was 
rached. A short halt was made at that point to 
allow the commissioners to také asvrvey of the 
surroundings, after Which the carriages rolied a 
few hundred yards further and turned back toward 
the city by the Flat Shoals’ road, which is reached 
by Decatur street, along which the party traveled 
until the residence of Dr. Maull was reached. U 
to this time the reporter had failed to understauc 
exactly what was to be looked after in the locality, 
but in a few minutes he was brought face to face 
with a public road which had been closed up, and 
turning with an inquiring glance te Mr. Cooper, 
that official said: 

‘The road which’ yon see here is. the. one that 
ruus by the hospital. It runs from this road to the 
one which we have just Jelftentering the other road 
near thecity stockade. Ithas gradually ceased to 
be used of late years and the people here have 
closed itupas you see. I suppose the road is half 
a mile long and itcould be used only to allow pas- 
sage from one road across to the other. The fact 
that either of the roads which we have come will 
carry aman to Atlanta as quickly as could be se- 
cured by the use of the old road and because of 
the fact that no one travels the old road nor has 
traveled it toany extent forsometime on account 
of itsecondition, hasinduced some of the citizens 
here to close the road up.” 

‘What are the commissioners examining it for?’’ 

“At the next meeting they will be called upon to 
decide whether or not the road will be allowed to 
stand clesed. It was originally opened as a public 
road and has never been closed by the order of any 
man who had authority toclose it up. ‘The citi- 
zens who closed it up, however, without an order, 
considered that the longabandoninent of the road 
was ample authority for shutting itup without any 
legal action. The question of reopening the 1oad 
Willcome up before the commissioners at their 
next meeting.”’ 

The commissioners found that the barreom whieh 
has heretofore existed at this l-cality had died a 
natural death a few days ago by the expiration of 
the license. It is hardly probable that che proprie- 
tor would have taken outa license at the new rate 
of $500, butevenif he bad desired to do xo, itis 
said that it would have been refused. Thus one of 
the couhtry barrooms becomes extinct.

TEACHERS’ INSTITUTE. 


A Circular Issaed by Mr. G. J. Orr, State School Com- 
missioner. 

State School Commissioner Orr has issued 
the following circular to the ceunty school 
conimissionérs and members of county boards 
of education: 


DEPARTMENT OF EDUCATION, Atlanta, Ga,, May 8} 
1882—To the county school commissioners and 
members of the county boards of education: Gen- 
tlemen—I propose to hold three teachers’ instituies 
in Geergia the approaching summer. Teachers’ in- 
stitutes are temporary schouls for instructing teach- 
ers who are themselves acwally engaged in the 
work of instruction. Many of our teachers are 
poerly qualified for their work—so much so that in 
many cases the public do not receive an equivalent 
for the money expended. The best of teachers can 
be improved. 

In our institutes we expect to devote the time 
mainly to the. following subjects, viz: Spelling, 
reading, penmanship, English grammar,geography 
and arithmetic. One teacher will be put in charge 
of the first three branches,and one in charge of each 
of the others re will thus four teachers 
revularly employed at each institute. The mast 
experienced teachers of the state will be selected 
for this work. 

In addition to the regular teaching, we shall have 
lectures and addresses at night from eminent pro- 
fessors and friends of education, 

I wish all the county school commissioners to mee 
me for three or four days’ instruction in their du- 
ties. Iexpectto deliver tothem several lectures 
upon the proper administration of the school laws. 
I shall also avafl myself of the occasion to learn 
from them, by an interchange of views, many things 
concerning the status of the educational work. I 
hope the boards will allow the commissioners their 
per diem for the three or four days session, a thing 
which I think they have the authority to do, as we 
expect to wy to make these days much the most 
important days for promoting the true interests of 
the scheols of all those spent by the commissioners 
in official duty. 

The teachers will be taught free. The only ex- 
evse to them will be board and railroad fare. The 
ormer we will endeavorto secure at the lowest 

prices, and the latter at half rates, if this reduction 
can be obtained. 

The eolored teachers will be taught at the same 
time, by the same teachers, butin different school 
ro ’ms. 

The services of Hon. James H. Smart, late super- 
intendent of public instruction for the state of In- 
diana, amanof experience in this kind of work, 
have been secured as general superintendent. All 
the teachers will be Georgians. 

I hope county boards will feel the necessity of co- 
operating with me in this effort to raise the 
standard of teaching talent. The institutes will 
occupy the whole of the month of August; and I 
hope the boards will permit the teachers to attend, 
by arranging the school terms to suit, if practicable, 
and even by suspending temporarily, if need be. 
They might encourage attendance by announcing 
that hereafter in choosing teachers, as far as there 
may be authority to do so, preference will be given, 
other things being equal, to those who avail them- 
se.ves of this means of improvement. 

One of the institutes will be held in north Geor- 
gia, one in middle Georgia, and one in south Geor- 
gia. This is all that can be said at present as to lo- 
cation, as sites have not, as yet, been fully deter- 
mined upon. 

The whole expense of employing teachers, étc., 
will be pafd out of money kindly placed at my dis- 
posal by Dr. Curry, the gemeral agent of the Pea- 
body fund, 

As soon as all the arrangements have been com- 
pleted a circular will be published, giving full de- 
tails as to location, teachers employed, cost of board, 
reduciion of railroad fares, etc.
